618,000, respectively, for 1926. 
Official figures for the current 
month of this year are- not yet 
available ‘so that these are esti- 
mated and ‘are Hable to adjustment. 


Import Trade. 

This apparent heavy decrease 
has one great virtue in that 
emphasises the remarkable strength 
of the economic stability of the 
country. Import trade generally 
has been well maintained although 
the lower average price of rubber 
coupled with the lower export re- 
lense has somewhat reduced spend- 
ing ‘capacity and has modified 
bazaar trade appreciably. On. the 
other hand apart from the three 
main products of the country, rub- 
ber, tin and copra, fluctuations of 
quantities and values appear to be 
negligible, 

Rubber. :

dustry is to be ascribed this fall- 


‘Jing off in trade value? Undoubted- 


ly to that of rubber. For the, first 
eleven months the total shipments 
of the commodity from British 
Malaya amounted to 339,187.29 
tons against 864,626.02 tons for 
the . corresponding period of last 
year, of, a declared value: of 
$472,488, 000 and $659,228,000 re- 
spectively, At the beginning of 
the year the commodity stood at 
654% cents per lb; by the middle 
it was quoted at 60 and during the 
past few weeks it has been hover- 
ing around 69 cents. Throughout 
the twelve months attention has 
been focussed on the future of 
Government's | restriction scheme 
and considerable anti-restriction 
propaganda, especially among per- 
sons whose interest ia more in 
buying and selling than in planting, 
became pronounced. Experts do 
not appear to have been in much 
dqubt about the soundness of. the 
scheme; in actual working there 
seem to be need for revision. ° 
The. Tin Industry. 


With regard to tin, although the 
closing ‘year has witnessed a 
gradual decline in prices the pre- 
sent: level is still a profitable one 
for’ miners in general whose . out- 
put for the eleven months increased 
by only 12 per. cent, on the exports 
for the, corresponding perfod of 
1926. It is believed that the com- 
ing year will be productive of a 
record tin export from the country. 
Tho peak production in the past 
took place in 1905 with an output 
of 60,992 tons. _° 

An optimistic review of the in- 
dustry was given, at the. annual 
meeting of the Straits Trading 
Company and the observations sub- 
mitted will meet with general ap- 
proval in mining- circles, The 
price of the metal has remained 
remarkably steady, the _. highest 
figure reached being in February 
when tin was at £304 10a, Subse- 
quently ‘a fluctuating. downward 
movement set in which was main- 
tained for several months, The 
"| quotation. is now £261 28, 6d.° 

A point of considerable interest 
mentioned by Mr. Bagnall at the 
meeting of Straits Traders was the 
increased importation- of bucket 
dredges many of which are com- 
ing out from home, although local 
engineering firms have been con- 
structing quite a number.

Rugby, Yesterday. 

This afternoon the high tide in 
the Thames was anxiously. await. 
ed by the riverside ‘inhabitants 
and barricades were keenly 
watched by officials and work- 
men. ‘The tide, however, caused 
no further, flooding. Water 
trickled through the barricades at 
Lambeth, but these were quickly 
strengthed, No further overflow 
is expected if the rain and wind 
hold off, and the river should sub- 


‘|| side normally after ‘to-morrow. 


‘Lord Desborough, Chairman of 
the ‘Thames Conservancy, review- 
‘ad the flood situation at a meeting 
of the Conservancy to-day. ‘He 
attributed Vriday’s disastrous 
floods, in which, 14 lives were 
lost, to an inrush_ of water from 
the North Sea “amounting al- 
most to a tidal bore.” 

He said that the wet period pre- 
ceeding Christmas Day resulted in 
a flow of river rising from its 
maximum capacity of | 4,500,000,- 
000 gallons to 9,000,000,000 
gallons. . That. was a very serious 
amouht of water. Then came the 
heavy. snowfall of Christmas. If 
the .snow had. thawed quickly 
those 9;000,000,000 gallons would 
have heen increased to auch an‘ex- 
tent that there would have been a 
record flood. Fortunately, the 
snow did not thaw until the
